Also 
throughout specification the drawings are not specifically discussed with reference of 
fig number and reference characters. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Behun et al in view of Young et al as cited by applicant . 

Behun et al discloses control system for model train comprising controller for accepting 
control commands from a user, the controller including controller transmitter that 
transmits control data at a frequency of a at least 400 MHZ and a train including train 
. receiver for receiving control data from controller, see col 4 lines 10-15 and col 1 lines 
9-15 and lines 45-55 . Behun et al lacks disclosing train transmitter for transmitting train 
data and controller includes a receiver for receiving data from second transmitter. 
Young et al discloses train transmitter for transmitting train data, and controller includes 
a controller receiver for recieving train data from transmitter, see page 2 paragraph 41- 
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42 and page 1 paragraph 1 1 . It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to combine the control system of Behun et al with train transmitter of Young et al to 
prevent connecting sensors to controller. 

4. Claims 4-20 are allowed. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Dowling et al discloses 400 MHZ and toys.
